and eetling of merchandise with­ 
in the City of Comanche in 
certain limits. 
Be it ordained by the City 
Council of the City of Comanche. 
Texas: 
Sectional. It shall hereafter be 
inlawful for any person to ute 
;he Public Square or the streets 
sr alleys embraced within the citv 
limits of the City of Comanche, 
for the purpose of vending or 
displaying for sale any goods, 
wares, merchandise, produce or 
)ther articles. Provided, however, 
that this section shall not apply 
to any person who offlera for 
sale any product raised or grown 
upon property owned or rented by 
him. or under his control; nor 
nhall this section apply to pro­ 
ducts grown or produced in Co- 
mandlm Countvl 
Section 2. Any person who vio­ 
lates any provision of the pro­ 
ceeding section shall be deemed 
guilty 
of
